Kenyon Charges Discrimination.
Kcnator Kenyon. who introduced a

bill looking to curtailing the powers of
the Postmaster Genet al In the matter
of rural routes, has sent to the Post-offic- e

Department a letter giving force-tu- l
expression to his views. While It

deals directly with the situation in his
own State, it is also more or less gen-

eral and is Indicative of the sentiment
of part of Congress.

Senator Kcnvon did not mince words
in his communication, which Is addressed
to Fourth Assistant Postmaster Generul
Jamcs'I. Blakslee. He declares the lowu
patterns of the rural fice delivery have
been discriminated against and that If
the Postmaster General will work to
cut out needless privileges nud
the sending out of "political garden
seeds" hy mall, he will not huve to
cripple tho rural mall service.

Senator Kenyon recitly Bent to the
Fourth Assistant a motst from Hum-
boldt, Iowa. In reply. Mr. Blakslco de-

fended the reorganization of rural
loutes. He declared the department was
furnishing "the best possible service to
the greatest number of patrons," and
that the Inspectors had exercised- - the
greatest caro; he said, also, that the de-
partment was ready to with
him, and If any patrons were actually
deprived of service an effort would be
made to remedy the situation.

Says Service Is Crippled.
Senator Kenyon replied today saying

lie had petitions In his office showing
that patrons had to co a mile and a
half, and oven two miles, to secure mall,
and that they did not receive mall for
forty-eig- ht hours. He reminded Mr.
Blakslee that the roads In his State are
not asphalt. Ho said:

"From the length of the routes you
nro establishing in parts of towa, X

woitfd Judgo that you" think we nave
asphalt pavement throughout the State.
I beg to inform you that we havp com-
mon dirt roads and there are certain
times of tho year It will not be possible
tor rural route carriers to operate dally
over tho routes you have laid out.

"If tho Postmaster General would co-
operate with Congress and insist on
making it an Administration measure to
cut out a lot of the needless franxing
privilege and the expense of sending
political garden seeds through the malls
ho would not have to resort to crippling
the rural mail service throughout thecountry, and especially in the State or
lono. I tcel that we haVe been dis-
criminated against in this matter.'

Senator Kenyon says he will be glad
to In having
the rural mall service to which the
rarmeis of the State are entitled andor which they are deprived.

"The
farmer must take his place, as a com-
mercial peer alongside the business man
of tho cltv. This alone will bring about
that economic cautllbrlum so essential
to tho life of a progressive nation. Tho
way to brine- the farmer to this status,
Is to nut Into effect satisfactory rural
credits and similar measures."

IiUhln's address and three others, will
conclude this year's session of the con-
gress. Labor Sccretarv Wilson will dis-
cuss "An Aglrculturnl Immigration for
the Southern States;" Senator Robert L.
Owen, chairman of the Banking and
Currency Committee, will talk on agri-
cultural finances, and Dr. Clarence Poe,
of Raleigh, will discuss "Organising the
Rural Community."

The congress Is expected to urge the
Congress of the United States to hasten
rural credits legislation and changes In
the Immigration laws. One of tho most
Important results of the conference was
declared to be the organization of tho
House of Southern Governors, which
will meet each vear to discuss Southernproblems.
